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Fred Kinrade, 72, one of Antioch's 
oldest active carpenters, died Friday 
evening of injuries suffered when he 
was struck hy an automobile as he was 
walking southward on Route 21-83 at 
the north village limit, at 5:56 p. in. 

Kinrade had just left the Antioch 
Packing company plant, where he had 
been discussing plans for sonic car- 
penter work, mid it is believed that, en- 
grossed in his thoughts, he may have 
foiled to notice the approach of the 
car that struck him. 

The driver, Edward C. Dunford, 17, 
a student at Antioch Township High 
school, was absolved of blame at a 
coroner's inquest conducted by Coro- 
mcr John L. Taylor Friday morning at 
10 o'clock in Strang's funeral home. 

Dunford, who bid been driving 
north, stated that he did not see Kin- 
rade in time to stop, because of the 
glare, from headlights of southbound 
cars. Aware from the impact that he 
had struck someone or something, he 
immediately halted his car and sum- 
moned help from the packing phut. 
Kinrade, who was dazed, but apparent- 
ly not unconscious, was removed to his 
home, but succumbed to internal in- 
juries and shock shortly afterward. Me 
is believed to have been struck by the 
fender and bumper of Dunford's car. 

Dunford, who is employed as janitor 
at a theatre in the village after his 
class hours at the high school, was on 
his way to supper at Cross bike, 
where he is staying temporarily, when 
the accident occurred. 

Born in Antioch 
Kinrade was born in Antioch on 
what is known as the "Kaye farm" 
and lived in this community all his 
: life. 

On Jan. 6, 1897, he wis united in 
marriage with Fiuiua Lightuer, at 
n Salem, Wis.

Now that cur country is at war it 
is the hope that all the veterans in 
the community consider joining the 
Legion. It matters not at this time 
what differences may have come up 
following the Milwaukee Legion con- 
vention, now is the time to join, and 
be united.

How "Country Doctor" Chose Service 
Rather than Fame Is Told by Friend 



(How the late Dr.. Winsor \V. >Var- 
riner chose the career of "country doc- 
tor" where he could befriend and aid 
his neighbors rather tlia-n become a 
"name" physician and consultant, is 
graphically told in -the following eu- 
logy submitted by Paul J. Weniigman, 
life-long friend of Dr. Warriner.) 

In 190I Dr. J. H. Murphy, at the 
height of his fame, was in full sway 
at Rush Medical College, now the 
medical school of Northwestern Uni- 
versity. He had just invented the 
"Murphy Hutton" and was acclaimed, 
internationally as the greatest surgeon 
of his time. 

A young man in the class of 1903 
to graduate two years later attracted 
his attention, first by his devotion 
to the study of medicine, and secondly 
by his strict adherence to ideas entire- 
ly different at that time to the majority 
of medical students. No fantastic 
jamborees, no wild alcoholic parties 
■and no coarse joke's with parts of the 
human anatomy engaged young Win- 
sor Warriner selected by Dr. Murphy. 
For two years he was Dr. Murphy's 
assistant, and, probably the great doc- 
tor's fame might rest a little on what 
his disciple had ferreted out for his 
master's analysis. 

Too quickly Winsor graduated. Dr. 
Murphy, with all the persuasion that 
a famous man has, begged, beseeched 
and entreated that Winsor stay at 
Rush and eventually become a "name" 
physician and consultant. Hacked by 
a real love for his profession, the 
young man declined and announced 
that he would like the general practice 
in a typical American locality. So he 
picked Antioch. 
At that time the elderly Dr. Ames 



was the doctor. Voting Winsor had a 
tough time, lie was loo young and 
he looked too young. Despite the ex- 
tensive training at Rush who would 
consider the callow youth against the 
seasoned veteran who has served . so 
many years in the service of humanity. 
Anyhow, emergencies arose. The 
young doctor quickly showed that Jie 
knew what it was all about. Shortly 
after he was known -as a man who was 
better than most, and if you just did 
not have the money at the time, that 
was not a matter to interfere with Dr. 
Warriner's full discharge of his duty, 
and the young doctor was either very 
capable or very lucky. In later years 
he said he was lucky. After the elab- 
orate equipment at Rush he performed 
far more startling operations on a kit- 
chen table than he ever did among the 
glistening array of equipment at his 
beloved alma mater.

The Christmas season, when there 
is so much thought about gifts, is a 
most appropriate time for a lesson 
on Christian giving. Dr. John Willis 
Baer was once asked: "How can 
we raise money for foreign mis- 
sions?" Quick as a flash, he an- 
swered: "Don't raise it, give it." 
"If all believers could come to a true 
knowledge of what the New Testa- 
ment teaches regarding giving, and 
would seriously put this knowledge 
into practice, the Christian church 
could advance more in the next 10 
years than it has advanced in any 
60 years in its history" (Wilbur M. 
Smith). 

I. An Example of Liberality 
(8:1-5). 

For some reason people are over- 
ly sensitive when one speaks of 
money. The subject must be ap- 
proached tactfully, so Paul skillfully 
directs the attention of the Corin- 
thian church to' their fellow Chris- 
tians in Macedonia. They had been 
in great affliction and were in 
"deep poverty" (v. 2), but out of 
their sorrow and want they gave 
far above Paul's expectation (v. 5) 
and "beyond their power," and then 
pleaded with Paul that lie should 
let them give more. The explana- 
tion is found in verse 5, where we 
learn that they had first given "their 
own selves to the Lord," and then 
in loving co-operation With Paul 
himself, as the Lord's agent, in thir 
matter of the offering. 

Is it not strange that those who 
suffer most for the gospel and have 
the least to give arc the most gen 
erous in their giving. Those t< 
whom the gospel has come easily 
who bear no special burdens for 
Christ, and who arc well situatec 
financially, arc commonly the mos 
stingy with their money. Could i 
be that they have not really giver 
themselves to the Lord? One won 
ders. 

. II. An Exhortation to Faillifu* 
ncss (0:0-9). 

Apparently the Corinthians hoc" 
made a promise or pledge to givr 
lor the poor at Jerusalem, but hat 
become a bit forgetful and ncgli 
gent. It seems to be so easy tc 
neglect to keep up a pledge for the 
lord's work. Some folk even feel 
that they cannot make a pledge. 
They pledge to pay their rent, 
to make payments on a car, or a 
washing machine: but to the church 
they just can't pledge, or if they 
do, the promise is often neglected. 
Such things arc dishonoring to the 
name of Christ. 

As they abound in other graces (v. 
7), Paul exhorts the Corinthians to 
abound in "this grace also." So 
giving is a Christian grace! And 
why not? Consider Christ (v. 9), 
who left the glory He had with the 
Father and came to the poverty of 
the One who had not where to lay 
His head, that we through Him 
might be eternally rich. 

Christian friend, when that truth 
lays hold of your heart and life your 
purse strings will loosen, your check 
book will open more easily, you will 
gladly give— for Christ's sake. 

III. A Principle of Christian Giv- 
ing (0:G). 

The harvest is always in propor- 
tion to the sowing of the seed. Tl«° 
man who is stingy with his seed at 
sowing time will reap that kind of a 
harvest. The opposite is also true. 

It works in the field of business 
too. The merchant who gives the 
fullest return for one's money and 
the most liberal measure of service 
is bound to prosper, while the stingy 
one is left to lament the fact that 
his goods rot on his shelves. 

In the spiritual realm it is even 
more true. But, someone may 
say, we ought not to do good that 
we may profit by it. No real Chris- 
tian will give just that he may pros- 
per, but, mark it well, if he does 
give for Christ's sake and His glory, 
God will prosper him. "You can't 
beat God giving." 

IV. The Spirit of Christian 
Stewardship (9:7). 

Our giving is to be done according 
to the purpose of our heart— not 
grudgingly, nor with grief, nor yet 
by compulsion, because someone put 
on pressure. 

God loves a cheerful or (as it may 
be translated) hilarious giver. When 
done in the right spirit, giving for 
Christ can be one of the happiest 
experiences of the Christian life. 
Let's make offering time in our 
r*^K : ^church services the most joyful 
*J t *rK' ! time in the meeting. Then we shall 
be liberal as well as cheerful 
this grace of stewardship.
